as ike present, the value of Live Stock will soon reach the larffe 
amount (£35,368,250) iV hud attained prior to the ‘■Hay Famine’ 
in 1859, by which, and the excessive rains of the three followiiiy 
years, the number of Stock and the Ayricultural prosperity of 
Ireland in general were so injuriously affected;" — it is now very 
satisfactory to find tliat the Estimated Value this year amounts to 
£35,178,040; and I beg to say there is at present great cause for 
thankfulness to a merciful Providence that Ireland has hitherto 
been almost entirely free from the distressing ravages of the Cattle 
Plague, by which almost every county in England and Scotland 
has so deeply suffered. 

It appears by the Returns that there is a decrease this year in 
Leinster in the miniber of “ Cattle under one year old,” amounting 
to 12,058 ; this may be in some degree accounted for by the opera- 
tion of the Order in Council of 25th August, 1865, prohibiting the 
removal of Cattle from Great Britain to Ireland, thus preventing, 
since that date, the usual importation of “Calves" into the ports of 
Dublin, Drogheda, and Dundalk, which I am informed on reliable 
authority has been considerable, particularly to Dublin, for some 
years. The decre.ase of 1,648 in the number of “Cattle under 
one year old” in Ulster may perhaps also be attributed to the 
operation of the same Order in Council. 

It is, however, to bo borne in mind that the subject of the Ages 
of Horses, Cattle, Slieep, and Pigs — more especially iu an inquiry 
extending to upwards of ten millions of animals — must necessarily 
he one of much difficulty, and inaccuracies as to age, no doubt, iu 
many cases occur ; still "the classiticatlon by ages, as given in the 
Returns, is of value if it affords even a rcasouahle approximation 
to accuracy. 

Emigration. 

The Returns obtained by the Enumerators at the several Irish 
ports show that during the first seven months of the present year 
(ending 31st July last) 74,195 persons emigrated, being an increase 
of 11,933 persons, compared with the same period iu 1865. The 
table containing the number of Emigrants for 1865 and 1866, is 
given at page 20, by Months and Provinces. 

I have the gratification of stating to your Excellency _that, with 
only a few exceptions, the particulars of Tillage and Live Jotock were 
readily commuuic;ated to the Enuineratoi's by the resident Lauded 
Proprietors and Tenant Eavmers of every class — to whom, as also 
to the Clergy of all denominations, and the Public Press, I now 
beg to repeat my respectful acknowledgments for the valuable 
assistance which I continue to receive iu connexion with these 
important Statistics.
